_- MOST ECONOMICAL 


Initial Cost and Operat- 
ing Expense Less 
Than Oil Burner . 


“The question has arisen as 
to why the-board of supervisors 
of the Pahokee drainage district 
selected a gasoline engine in 

ference to an oil burning en- 

ine,” Karl Riddle of West Palm 
Beach, engineer for that dis- 
trict, writes in a letter that is 
forwarded to * The. Everglades 
News by J. F.:Waters, clerk to 
the board of supervisors. 
Riddle’g letter is printed in full 
as follows: 

"This question comes up 
occasionally for argument and 
if we will look back a year we 
can remember when the argu- 
ment was open as to whether a 
pump should be installed and if 
a pump were installed, should it 
be an all metal centrifugal pump 
such as the district ‘has, or 
should it be a cheap pump with 
wood as the principal material 
of construction. 

It is no doubt safe to say that 
at last the district is convinced 
that a pump is necessary and it 


would claim that an all metal 
pump is not the best in the end, 
No doubt the same people who 
_ thought they were right on the 
subject relating to ,the “pump, 
while silent on that subject, still 
think they are right on the sub- 
ject relating to the engine. 
At-the®time the  specifica- 
tions were prepared for com- 


is doubtful whether any = 


Il Deisel engine of a size suit- 
able for a pumping plant was 
$17,500 while the price of a gas- 
oline engine was $3,375. This 
makes a-difference-of $13,725, 
not taking into account the ad- 
ditional exense of placing an oil 
engine. The oil engine is à 
heavy piece of equipment an 
would cost at least $3000 more 
to place, which makes the diffe 
ence between the two engine: 
$16,725. The interest. on this| 

. difference of-investment at 
per cent is $1338. 

It is estimated that the plant 
will operate about 900 hours a 
year, which, when divided into 
the $1338 gives us $1.49 per 
hour. 

But right now let us pause to| 
determine whether or not the 
district would. have had the 
money for the oil burning -en-| 
gine, for it would have requi d,| 
as we have seen above, addition- | 
al capital amounting to $16,72:

From these figures it is very 
evident, we think you will agrée 
with us, that as your auditor
